A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the . 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

The reply filed on 7/28/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 
applicant has indicated in the remarks that the flange (12) bears against a free surface (unreferenced) of the first part (5) as the first 
free surface of the fust part is shown in Figure 1. This is not persuasive as the flange (12) as shown in cross sectional view in Figures 
2 cannot bear against a free surface (namely the upper exposed surface) of the first part (5) as the spring element 18 obstructs bearing. 
Figures 1 and 2 do not even suggest the flange bearing against any surface of part 5. The only figures that show the flange 12 bearing 
against a surface is as follows: the flange 12 bears against a lower surface 35 of tool body 31 (Figs. 3-5), a free surface of a release 
tool 40 (Figure 6), or a free surface of a wing 53 (Fig. 7). This is possible through the spring thrust 18 as the flange is pushed up by 
the spring thrust 18 and therefore allows the flange to bear against the tool body, the release tool, or the wing. Therefore, applicant has 
not shown this feature as claimed. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given 
ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 
CFR 1.136(a).
